SCHEDULE 

CALCUTTA PORT TRUST PENSIONERS' PAYMENT 
OF ARREARS OF PENSION (NOMINATION) 

REGULATIONS, 1991 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 fJad 
with Section 124 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (Act 
38 of 1963). the Board of Trustees of the Port of Calcutta 
hereby makes the following regulations namely “Calcutta 
Port Trust Pensioners’ Payment of Arrears of Pension 
(Nomination) Regulations, 1991”. 

1, Short title.—These regulations may be called the Calcutta 
Port Trust Pensioners’ Payment of arrears of pension (Nomi¬ 
nation) Regulations, 1990. 
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2. Extent of Application,—-These Regulations shall apply 
to pensioners of Calcutta Port Tnist who arc in receipt of 
any pension under the regulations which govern such pen¬ 
sioners and which js payable by Calcutta Port Trust out of 
their own fund. 

3. Definition.—fn these Regulations unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context;— 

(a) “Form” means the form appended to the Regulations; 

(b) "Nomination” means nomination made under these 

Regulations. 

4. Nomination of pensioner to receive arrears of pension.— 
Any pensioner to whom any pension is payable by the Calcutta 
Port Trust out of their own fund may nominate any other 
person (hereinafter referred to as the nominee) in accord¬ 
ance with the provis ; ons of Regulation 5. who shall leceive, 
after the death of the pensioner all moneys payable to the 
pensioner on account of such pension on, before or after 
the date of such nomination and which remain unpaid imme¬ 
diately before the death of the pensioner. 


5. Nomination.—(1) Every pensioner who has retired on 
or before the date of commencement of these Regulations 
shall nominate any person for the purpose under Regulation 
4 in form ‘A’ and submit it, in triplicate, by personal service 
after taking receipt or by sending through registered post 
with acknowledgement due to the Senior Accounts Officer. 
Pension Section, Calcutta Port Trust. 

(2) Within thirty days of the receipt of nomination in form 
‘A’ as referred to in sub-regulation (1), the Senior Accounts 
Officer, Pension Section shall get the particulars of the pen¬ 
sioner, as mentioned in form “A” verified with reference 
to the available records and return to the pensioner, after 
obtaining a receipt thereof, the duplicate copy of the nomi¬ 
nation in form "A” duly attested by him or an officer of 
Calcutta Port Trust in this behalf. The triplicate copy shall 
be sent to the establishment point from where the pensioner 
had retired, while- the official copy of the nomination shall 
be recorded in the Pension Section. 

(3) Every employee who is due to retire after the date of 
commencement of these regulations shall, submit the nomi¬ 
nation, in triplicate, in form ‘A’ to his/her Head of the 
Department or the establishment point from where he/she 
Is retiring within 3 months before or after the date of 
retirement. 

(4) Within thirty days of the receipt of the nomination 
in form ‘A’ under sub-regulation 3, the concerned department/ 
establishment point shall get the particulars of the pensioner, 
as mentioned in Form ‘A’ verified with reference to the 
records of the establishment and return to the pensioner, 
after obtaining the receipt therof, a duplicate copy of the 
nomination in Form ‘A’, duly attested by the Head of 
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Depart ment/Head of Section or by an officer authorised by 
him in this behalf. The triplicate copy duty accepted shall 
be sent to the Sen or Accounts Officer, Pension Section along 
with the pension proposal and settlement of dues papers. If 
the pension proposal and settlement of dues papers have 
already been submitted to the Senior Accounts Officer, Pen¬ 
sion Section, the nomination form shall be sent to him sepa¬ 
rately quoting the pension proposal number and other parti¬ 
culars of the pensioner to enable him to connect it with the 
particular pension case, 

(5) A notice of modification of nomination including cases 
where a nominee pre-deceases the pensioner shall be sub¬ 
mitted in triplicate in form ‘B’ to the Senior Accounts Officer, 
Pension Section in the manner specified in sub-regulation 
(1) and I hereafter the provisions of sub-regulation (2) shall 
apply mutatis mutandis with modifications as if it was made 
under sub-regulation (1). 

(6) A nomination or a fresh nomination or a notice of 
modifictaion of nomination shall be signed by the pensioner, 
or. if he/she is illiterate shall bear hisyher thumb impression 
given in the presence of two witnesses who shall also sign 
a declaration to that effect in the nomination, fresh nomi¬ 
nation or notice of modification of nomination, as the case 
may be. Such witness must be member of the local Ancbal 
Panchayct or Commissioner of local muncipality/corporation 
or a Head Master of a local School or an M.L.A., an M.P. 
or a Gazetted Officer or an officer of OPT, who will put 
Ivs signature under his/her official seal. 

(7) Nomination, fresh nomination or notice of modification 
of nomination shall take effect from the date of receipt 
thereof hv the Senior Accounts Officer. Pension Section or 
fi.c concerned Hir'd of Department/llend of Section, as the 
case may be. 

6. Accepted nomination to be conclusive proof,—A nomi¬ 
nation made under Regulation 5 and accepted by the Senior 
Accounts Officer, Pension Section or the Head of Depart- 
ment/Head of Section, as the case may be shall be a con¬ 
clusive proof with regard to the person nominated to receive 
arrears of pension of the pensioner under these Regulations. 

7. Mode of Arrears.—The arrears of pension payable under 
these Regulations shall be paid In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the existing regulations governing the mode of 
payment of pension. 

8. Interpretation.—Where any doubt arises as to the inter- 
prelation of these Regulations, the matter shall be referred 
to the Chairman, Calcutta Port Trust whose, decision shall 
be final,
